Mot believed that any southern republican will be 
honored with a place in the president's household. 

One of the first measures which will be intro- 
duced in congress will be the old Carlisle bill for 
the refanding of the national debtat 5 percent. 
The democrats will insist that the section making it 
compulsory upon the banks to use the new bonds 
as a basis for national bank circulation be retained. 
Enough greenback members of the house will unite 
with the democrats to pass it in that body, but the 
section, known as the fifth, will probably be de 
feated inthe senate. It seems highly probable, 
though, that the new bond will be a3 percent, The 
success of continuing the bonds matured at 3’, per 
cent, and their ruling premium of to-day assures it. 

A western member of congress just arrived, says 
that the famifiar names of numerous streams, or 
rather alleged streams, will be missed in ghe river 
and harbor billatthe next session. It has long 
been known that for years large sums have been 
appropriated forthe improvement of brooks and 
creeks afew inches deep, and which by no possi- 
bility could be made navigable. The congressman 
saves the gore drouth of the summer and fall 
has dried upa number of these so thoroughly that 
they cannot even be resuscitated the 
means of a river and harbor bill.

The Frenech-American claims commission met to- 
elay and made orders in 18 cases. pplications for 
leave toamend memorials were gt#Mted in & cases. 
The claims of Peter Lasatiise, of Espards;

and of S.G. Follernn were rejected, not having 
been filed within the time limited by the treaty. 
In the cases of Francois De Amas and of Soimmar- 
eelli the court ordered that the attorneys show their 
authority for appearing for the claimant. In the 
case of Carolina Josephs ihe elaimant was ordered 
to show when and where she was born, and 
when and where her children werefborn. The 
eourt authorized the translation into French

His Visit to Atlanta and His Views ef the City. 

Yesterday Hon. John Sherman and party, who 
reached Atlanta the night befere, visited the expo- 
The following ladies and gentlemen con- 
stituted the party: Hon. John Sherman, Hon. B. 
Eggleston, Mr. A. H. Hinkle and wife, Miss Eggle- 
ston, Mr. Richard Smith of the Cincinnati Gazette, 
Me. W. H. Smith, Mrs maee.: em. ¢.°. FT. 
Perry, Mrs. P. HUinkle, Colonel C. W. Woolley, 
and Mrs. Thrall. The visitors took rooms at the 
Markham where they were elegantly cared for. 

At the grounds they received every possible at- 
teution, and appeared toenjoy the rounds very 
much, After Mr. sherman returned tothe hotel he 
received a number of calls from citizens of Atlatta., 

Among these was a reporter of THE CONSTITUTION, 
who conversed with the Ohio statesman for awhile. 
lie declined to «Xpress himself on politics at all. 
Said he: 

“! don’t think there is anything now in the polit 
ical condition of the country upon whieh it would 
be worth while for me tospeak. When [I was in Cin 
cinnati an interview on these subjects was re- 
quested of me,but I declined.”’ 

“What do you think of the exposition ?"’ 

“I was much pleased with it. It%is a 
creat show, and will, I think, be of practical bene- 
tit to the south,”’ 

“From whatyou have seen of the south, so you 
think the people are becoming more thrifty and 
prosperous?” 

“Ido. What you need is a greater diversity of 
pursuits. Atlanta is, ] think, the most progressive 
city in the south, and it ought to be made the 
center of great manufacturing enterprises. 
There is no reason why you cannot turn your cot- 
ton inrto yarnsand fabrics cheaper than they can in 
New England. Youn ought to make agricultural 
implements cheaper than you can buy them away 
from home. There is an abundance of iron and 
wood at the command of any such enterprise 
They can make pig iron in Alabama cheaper 
dhan they cun in Ohio. There is uno 
reason why your industries should not 
supply castings and iron ware for the home de- 
mand. Isaw the irom works at Chattanooga, and 
was surprised to find what superior qualities of 
irou and stcel they are turning out.”’ 

“The difficulty in the way of Atlanta is the high 
price of coal,’’ suggested the reporter. 

“I Know that is true, but such ans enter- 
prising city ought to arrange to get its 
eon cheaper. To manufacture to the best advan- 
tage you ought to have coal delivered here at three 
dollars a ton.”’ 

Mr. Sherman then alluded to the prospects of 
reliefin this direction offered by the Georgia Pa- 
<ifie railroad, and ineidentally. remarked that he 
was glad to learn that General Gordon had made a 
fortune by his connection with the enterprise. 

“How long has it been since you were In Atlanta 
before ”’’’ 

‘I was here in 1873 for a few days.’ 

“Do you see much change in the appearance of 
ihe city?" 

“Of course, It has very greatly improved in 
every respect. It has muclto do yet, but 1 think 
it is progressing well.” 

In speaking of the general condition of the south, 
the senator took a hopeful view of its finan- 
cial prosperity, and when the re- 
porter usked if he thought resumption had 
much to do with the brightening state of affairs, 
he smiled and said: 

“You democrats attribute the blessings oi re- 
sumption to Providence, but i think some of us 
helped a little.”’ 

“Are you going further south?" 

“No. Iwill leave for Washington Monday even- 
ing. My family are already there.”’

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BANK FAILURE. 


The Pacific National ef Beaten Cleses Ite Doors. 

Boston, November 19.—At 11:50 a.m. the Pacific 
national bank stopped paying checks. They do not 
wish it to be understood as a permanent suspension, 
but a temporary stoppage for the purpose of consu!- 
tation. 

Theodore ©. Weeks, advances to whom are said to 
have caused the failure of the Pacific national 
dank, is well known upon the street asa shrewd and 
heavy rator in stocks, but being unable to 
procure funds to secure himself inst an unex- 
peewee decline in stocks, of which he was a large 
holder, he has suffered a financial defeat. A few 
months age he was placed in a simular position by 


the sudden collapse of Boston, Hartford and Erie 
bonds, in which he was largely interested; but after 
making a satisfactory arrangement with his cred- 
itors, he again appeared on the streets, and it is un 
derstood that his ines were made good by the sub- 
Fequent advance of bonds. 

At the clearing house to-day the Pacific bank 
was compelled to pay $400,000, There was great ap 
prehension on State street this morning until after 
the clearing house meeting. The announcement 
thatall the loans between the banks had been 
promptly ‘paid, @nd that the rate had not mate- 
rially advanced, greatly allayed the general anx 
iety. The Pacifie national bank, which stopped 
paymentatl):J0a.m., at 1:0 p.D. resumed pay- 
ment. The resumption of payment by the Pacific 
bank has inspired a marked feeling of contidence, 
and there is generally an expressed opinion that 
the worst is over.

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How the Dogs will be Judged. 

Yesterday we interviewed Mr. Charles Liucoin, 
the superintendent of the coming show, to learn 
how the dogs would be judged, and in what man- 
ner they would be exhibited tothe public. This 
we did, owing to numerous inquiries trom owners 
of dogs who are -not conversant ‘thoroughly with 
bench shows, as this isthe first bench show ever 
given in thisstate. Atlauta does not intend to be 
behind in giving the best ever seen in the south, 

Reporter—How will the dogs be exhibited 
Judges’ hall? ~ 

Superintendent—They will be placed on benches, 
and each dog will havea separate kennel to him- 
self, 2 feet 6 inches wide, 3 feet 6 inches deep, and 
20 inches from the ground. “This will give the pub- 
lic an excellent opportunity to see the dogs. They 
willbe securely chained in the kennels. 

teporter—How are the dogs judged, and their 
respective merits arrived at? : 

Superintendent—They are judged by a scale of 
points laid down by Stonehenge—tbe eminent Eng- 
lish authority. 

Reporter—What do you mean by points’ : 

Superintendent—Well, take for example the Eng- 
lish setter: he is fully described as to his formation, 

etce., and the total amount of points allotted is 109, 
as follows: Skull, 10: nose, 10; ears, lipsand eyes, 4; 
neck; 6; shoulder and chest, 15; back quarters and 
stifles, 15; legs, elbows and hocks, 12; feet, 
8: flag, 5: symmetery and quality, 9; 
texture of eout and feather, 5; color, 5. 
All of these different points are elaborately de- 
scribed in the work of ‘‘stonchenge,’’ and a thor- 
oughly competent man will be selectedto judge 
them. 

Reporter—How are they examined? 

Superintendent—Each exhibitor is allowed to 
show off his own d@. The separate breeds of dogs 
will be brought on the stage at different times, and 
each dog undergo a thorough examination as to his 
formation, points of beauty, ete. 

Reporter—I suppose the dogs wil 
stiff upper lip duriuyg that time? 

Superintendent—Well, the owners generally make 
them look the best they can. ;The dogs receive @ 
thorough good washing befuregeing to the show,ure 

carefully groomed daily, to put them into good con- 
dition, Just as a thoroughbred race horse, receives 
care before competing in a race. 

heporter—Well, you know most of the 
dogs will be out of coat and feather here. 

Superintendent—That is especialty provided for. 
The judge will allow for want of cout and feather 
for dogs that have been hunted. 

Reporter—How about pedigree” 

Superintendent—The pedigree of a dog has noth- 
ing whatever todo with the judging, and it isnot 
required in making entries. 

Reporter—How are entries made. 

Superintendent—A printed form can be had of 
meat thegunstore of Heinz & Berkele, and any 
information intending exhibitors wish, 1 shall be 
vlad togive them. 

Reporter—Do you expect this show will compare 
favorably with the other grand shows you have had 
charge of. 

Superintendent—Yes, indeed, Ido From the cor- 
respondence I have received, it seems that every 
one is wishful to compare their dogs with others. 
The gentlemen sportsmen of Atlanta are makipny 
special effort to make it a grand success. The most 
prominentofthem have already put theirnames 
down to insure its success. 

Reporter—Do you expect to get many crack dogs 
here? 

Superintendent—Yes: a special effort will be 
made to secure the best in the country. Evenif their 
owners do not want them to compete for purses, 
they will be asked to enter them for exhibition 
only.

FIRED AT IN WASHINGTON BY A 
FELLOW CRANK. 


Vertebre of the Late President Brought into Court 
Interesting Incidents of the Trial—The Let- 
ters Sent by Guiteau to the Presi- 
dent—Crank Jones on Deck!

WASHINGTON, November 18.—The crowds abou 
the court house this morning were far greater than 
onany preyious morning. All the corridors lead- 
ing tothe court room were densely packed, and 
much difficulty was experienced in gaining admis- 
siou by those whose presence was needed in the 
court room. To avoid a scramble it has been found 
necessary to issue tickets of admission, as yesterday 
the greater portion of the spectators were ladies, 

Court opened without an incident, and George C. 
Maynard. was put on the stand and testified to loan- 
ing Guiteau $10 atone time and $lat another. Gui- 
teau protested againsi the line of evidence, and said 
he didn’t think it wasany body's business whether 
he owed $25 orsome one owed Sim 325. Maynard 
is a good fellow and I owe him #25, that's all there 
isaboug Mr, Corkhill desired to prove by the wit- 
ness that Guiteau borrowed the 815 to buy the pis- 
tol. 

Witness cross-exainined—Thought Guiteau looked 
seedy. and hungry.

Guiteau announced to the court that he had John 
B. Townsend, of New York, Leonard Twett and A, 
Trude, of Chicago, to assist him.

‘‘Another matter,’’ he continued, ‘‘I desire to call 
the attention of the court to: There are a number 
of disreputable characters about court, and some 
threats of violence have been made during the past 
week. I haye no fears for my personal safety. The 
chief of police has kindly furnished me a body 
guard, and I wish to notify all evi! disposed persons 
thatif there isany attempt to harm me my body 
will shoot them down—that’s all there is 
Then nodding to the reporters’ table, 
he added: ‘Reporters, put that down,’’ Colonel

Rockwell: began to-detail the 
depot, but Scoville interrupted, acknowledging the 
killing. Guiteau quickly shouted: ‘‘No, your 
honor, we acknowledge the shooting but not the 
killing.’’ Colonel Rockwell briefly stated the iacts 
Withim his knowledge,and was followed by General 
Swain, who wasat Elberon when the shooting oc- 
curred, : 

Dr. D. W. Bliss was then called. The witness re- 
lated events from the time he was called to the time 
of the president's deuth.

Quite a sensation was produced when the district 
attorney suddenly drew from a pasteboard box a 
section of human backbone, and holding it up, in- 
quired: 

‘Do you recognize this, doctor’”’ 

The andience hung breathless upon the answer, 
as the witness, in measured tones, replied: 

‘I do; itis a portion of the vertebre of 
President Gartield.”’ 

The vertebre was then hagded tothe jury, and 
the character and extent of the injuries to them ex- 
plained by the witness, . oN 

While the witness was testifying Guiteau ap- 
peared much bored as on listening to the reeital oi 
the old stury. Scoville examined the vertebra 
minutely and Guiteau also seemed interested, al- 
though he made no move to touch the vertebrie. 
Lhe court then took a recess,

He is 
fl good fellow. ] would not Wish to dis- 
turb himinany event. What do you: think of ne 
for consul general for Paris’ I think I prefer Paris 
to Vienna, and ifagreeable to you, should prefer 
the consulship at Paris. Senators Blaine, Logan 
and Conkling are friendly tome, and I presume 
my appaintment will be promptly confirmed. I 
claim to be a gentleman and a Christian,’ 

The second letter presses for the Paris consulship, 
saying that the men who did the business dast fall 
are the onesto be remembered. The third letter 
suggests to General Gartield: ‘‘Would it not be 
weilto withdraw Robertson’s nomination on the 
ground that Conkling has worked himself 
up to a white heat of opposition. It might 
be done quietly and gracefully on the 
ground that since the nomination many merchants 
nnd othersin New York had petitioned for the re 
tention of General Merritt. I have taken the liber- 
tv of making this suggestion to Mr. Blaine.

While Guiteau was being taken back to jail this 
afternoon, a man on horseback rode up beside the 
van and fired ashot at Guiteau. The ball grazed 
hisarm and the man rode off and escaped. 

The driver of the prison van gives the following 
articulars of the attempt to shoot Guiteau. The 
fects are substantially these: Upon the adjourn- 
ment of the court, the van started es usual for the 
prison, having one policeman as a guard, who sat 
on the seat with the driver. Befere reaching the 
capitol the guide noticed a young man on horse- 
back riding leisurely behind the van. Near the 
corner of East GUapitol and First street, the 
horseman rode directiy up tothe rear of the van 
and hastily peered through the small grating. 
Guiteau was ulone inthe van and seated on the 
right-hand side—the seats running lengthwise of 
the van. Afterevidently satisfying himself of the 
location of the prisoner, the horseman wheeled sud- 
denly to the left of the van and fired directly 
through it. He then dushed to the front of the 
van and pointed his pistol at the driver with the 
evident intention of intimidating or stop- 
ping the yan. The driver was somewhat 
excitedand in response to the inquiry of the repor- 
tersaid perhaps he intended to stop the van by 
shooting one of the horses. Secing an armed po- 
liceman by the side of the driver, he exclaimed, 
‘I skot the son of ——!"' Putting spurs to his horse 
he rode down East Capito! street in the direction of 
Congressional cemetery. The policeman fire done 
shot at the fast disappearing horse, and the driver 
of the van whipped his horsesintoa gallop and 
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kept in sight of him forseveral blocks, The would- 


be avenger was, however, mounted on a blooded 
horse, and readily escaped out into the country. 
He was described as a smooth-faced man about 2 
years old and a dashing horseman. He had on a 
dark brown suit of clothes. The van then 
proceeded to the jail, and Guiteu was taken 
out. Ina state of great excitement, he exclaimed: 
‘IT have been shot. Notify Mayor Brock at once. 
Tell him toarrest the scoundrel and have him dealt 
with as he deserves.’ On examination it was 
found that the ball had just grazed Guiteau’s left 
wrist, inflicting a mere scratch.

They are 
buoyant enough to keep the deck away from 
any contact with the water, and by their rev- 
olutions they carry the craft over instead of

Underits operation the planter can 
buy only at one place and can sell his cotton to 
only one man. He pays from thirty to forty per 
eent more for what he buys than he could get it for 
if he paidcash. Hence, it not unfrequentiy happens 
that after a hard year’s work, the planterisno bette: 
off than atthe beginning of the vear, The value 
of his cotton has been eaten up and worn out by 
the time it is delivered. Whatever profit there may 
have been in his venture has been transferred 
the pocket of his factor. But this difficulty is 
insuperable. Capital is coming the planter’s 
rescue. Already a banking firm witha capital 
$2,000,000 is esTablished in Atlanta, w busi 
ness is almost exclusively With cotton 
planters, It loans on mortgage on real 
estate ata rate varying from seven nine per 
cent, which gives to the planter an advantage of 
from twenty to thirty per cent over the credit 
system, besides leaving him free to dispose of his 
cotton when and where it will bring the best price. 
The loaning business will have abundance of rein- 
forcement from the north, where money is a drug 
at five per ceni on good security.

Nearly one-half of the vineyards in 
Burgundy have been almost completely de- 
stroyed, and the French now import large 
quantities of Spanish wines for their own use, 
lt is said that experiments. have been made 
which lead to the hope that the American 
vines may be transplanted here, and escape 
the ravages of the destroyer. I am not suf- 
ficientiv acquainted with the facts to express 
an opinion but itis evident that science must 
come to the rescue of the vine cuiture in 
France. Nuaiure has deprived this people of 
water that is fitto drink. The vine is their 
only resource—if this fails then the country 
, for diseases of a stubborn charac- 
saline waters

ever. that. in a sense of which Mr. Canning 
had no conception, “the new world has been 
brought into being to restore the balance of 
the old.”

Once more I passed through Mount Cenis 
tunnel, but this time in the night.

prehend the questions at issue here. From 
‘Le Temps” to-day, I have been able to 
rather afew items which will throw some 
ligi.t upon the present struggle.

Socialism, as represented by the insane theo- 
rists of the commune, is hy no means a feeble 
element in French society. The destruction 
of every institution established, 
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and the sub- 
stitution of new and untried measures is their 
watchword. The French senate is considered 
aristocratic in its present form, and the life- 
tenure of senators will be, sooner or later. 
moditied to a term of vears. 

The chief points of interest, however, I find 
in an address to the 17th arrondissement, by 
the republican committee. There was no 
choice in this district on the 2ist of August, 
and a special election jis ordered. In_ the cir- 
cular of the committee occurs this paragr: aph: 

“Our political programme is that of the im- 
mense majority of the repubkt party. We 
demand the revision of the constitution; the 
separation of the churches andthe 
state; the reform of the miagistracy: lay 
instruction, gratuitous obligatory and pro- 
fessional; the liberty of the press; the dae. 
tion of military service; the right of reunion 
and of association; andthe municipal fran- 
chises,”’ 

There are in this programme, two points of 
interest to us in the United States. The first 
the lay instruction of the people. This 
means the divorce of the public school from 
the Roman Catholic church. The great pow- 
erot that church has been maintained by its 
eontrol of the system of education. When 
eduration is no longer the sole function of 
the church, the influence of Romanism will 
dlecline, “4S @ necessary conseqnence. The 
conmpulsery part ef the programme of 
doubtful expediency, but there seems to be, 
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of public schools. The schoolmaster, they 
tell us, conquerred France. This is a great 
fallacy, in my judgment. War is not the 
study of the common people, and the success 


due to the 
wisdom of Bismarck. France was not ready 
for war—she had no cause for a poten s with 
Germany. She was vain, pretentious, and 
loud in her boasting. The Germans were se- 
date, cautious, well prepared, and had a well- 
a a army. This isthe simple truth. 
France wasin the wrong. She was not pre 
pared for war. Germa hy and went inte 
the strugyvle with pastice ‘ason on her 
side. and success attended her arms because 
she held her troops wel! in hand, and moved 
with the celerity of lightning upon her ene- 
my. France relied upon her past glory, and 
trusted a man who had deceeived her more 
than once. Her defeat was inevitable. Be- 
cause ninety-nine out every hundred 
among the Prussian soldiers can read 
and write, it does not follow for that 
reason that they are superior to Frenchmen 
on the field of battle. An army is a pure des- 
potism, and education does not qualify men 
for despotic rule.

interest to us, in the 
republican programme, is the separation of 
the churches from the state. Both the Pro- 
testant and Catholic churches are now sus- 
tained by the public treasury. The Protest- 
ants are few in number, and for the most 
part, will heartily welcome this movement. 
To the Catholics it bodes no good. Whether 
the extraordinary establishment maintained 
at this time can survive the test of a volunta- 
ry support by the people can only be known 
by the event. It will bea revolution in har- 
mony with the spirit of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, and its accomplishment will hasten the 
disestablishment of the Church of England. 
Germany will follow, in the natural order of 
things, and then the true status of religion 
will be obtained. Protection to all—subven- 
tion to none. Let the people support the 
ministry—let them give of their means for 
the maintenance of the clergymen ot their 
choice. This, say the French republicans, 
we mean, and this only. We are not hostile 
to religion.. We do not desire to destroy the 
Christian relig ion. We wish to restore it to 
the simp licity which characterized itin the 
time of Christand his apostles. We cannot 
suffer the church to absorb the wealth of the 
nation, in order concentrate it in a few 
cathedrals and costly churches. If Chris- 
tianity has not gained, in eighteen centuries, 
enough in popular favor to. preserve it from 
overthrow, it does not deserve to live. 

In the same direction is the movement for 
secularizing certain properties now held by 
religious bodies. These estates are now 
little or no service to the pub- 
lic. They were acquired questionabke 
means, and are held by sufferance only. 
These properties should be restored to the 
state, and by the state disposed of in such 
manner as will best serve the interests of the 
people. Other countries, more thoroughly 
catholic at heart than France, have already 
taken this step, and the time not distant 
when Italy will emancipate a large portion of 
her territory from the bondage of ages. To 
my mind, all of these movements are pro- 
phetic of a welcome progress. ‘Truth cannot 
die. The Christian religion needs neither the 
sword nor the purse of the state to sustain it.
